In caſe oſ the Deceaſe of any Member of Parliament that ſhall be hereafter recommended, and 
choſen by either of the ſaid Parties, before the Diſſolution of the ſame Parliament wherein 


he was choſen, it is agreed that the ſaid Party on whoſe behalf ſuch Member was choſen, 


ſhall have the liberty of recommending another to be choſen in his place, by conſent of 


both Parties, till the Diſſolution of the ſaid Parliament then in being. In witneſs whereof 


the ſaid Parties have hereunto ſet their hands, the fifth day of July 1907.
